England Has Designs of Vessels Ca- 
pable of Crossing the 


Atlantic 
London, England. Naval develop- 
ments of a remarkable nature ate 


| taking place under the cloak of great 
secrecy. In the course of the next 
twelve months some astonishing de- 
tails will become known regarding the 
changes in warship types, but there 
will be none more notéworthy than the 
| development of the submarine. 

An entirely new type of underwater 
| craft, of considerable offensive power 
| and capable of crossing the Atlantic at 
a high rate of cpeed, is being built 
| for the British navy. 

These craft will carry guns, but in 
addition they will have a broadside 
of torpedo tubes. Hitherto under- 
water craft have only mounted a 
couple, or at the most three tubes. 
The ®ubmarines ‘of the E class were 
provided with four, but the newest 
| vessels, it is understood, are designed 
to carry four twin 21-inch tubes. That 
is to say, they will be able to fire 
eight torpedoes. 

The displacement of the new ships 
is at present a matter of secrecy; in 
some circles it is put at 1500 tons, 
in others much higher, but there is 
general agreement that the speed will 
not be less than twenty-five knots on 


~| the surface, which is the speed of the 


| torpedo-boat destroyer of eight years 

ago. An armored belt and anti 
att guns will be other features of 
the new type and they will, of course 
be driven by internal combustion en- 
sines. 

From this brief outline of the qual. 
= ities of the new type it is at once 
apparent that the functions of the 
torpedo-boat destroyer are beiug 
usurped by the submarine. 
| It is mot probable that the destroy- 
er will at once drop out of our ship- 
building program. The new vess:!s 
are at present experimental, and must 
remain so for a couple of years or 
more. 

In the meantime there are plans 
before the admiralty for a new kind 
of destroyer, plans for which may 
lead to an unprecedented move in re 
| gard to the contracting for the build- 
ing of warships, and may give us a 
flotilla of above-water craft of a speed 
of forty knots and carrying several 
heavy quick-firing guns specially 
mounted for use against air-craft. 

Side by side with these new types 
of submarines there will be built a 
number of small under-water vessels 
for purely coastal defense purposes. 
The first of these, at present called 
the X, is being built by Scott’s Ship- 
building and Engineering Company.at 
Greenock. This is a craft of only 
some 300 tons, with a surface’ speed 
of thirteen knots, similar to that of 
our earliest submarines. 4 

More ships of each of these types 
will be allowed for in the forthcoming 
navy estimate. 

A further batch of the new kind of 
eruisers, which Mr. Churchill last 
light-armored, will 
also be allowed for, Eight of them 
are to be laid down during the year, 
differing only in minor details from 
the ships now building. 

Particulars of the design of the 
new battleships—or, as they will in 
| future come to be called, capital ships 
—are naturally not available for pub- 
| lication, There is every indication 
that- they will be in most respects 
similar to the Queen Elizabeths of 
the- current program, carrying eight 
of the 15-inch guns that throw a 1950 
pound shell. They will have only 
oil fuel for steam-raising purposes and 
among their batteries will be a num- 
ber of Z. inch guns on verticle mount- 
| ings for use against aircraft. 


j A New Calendar 
The calendar and the hours of the 
day seem to many of us almost like 
part of the natural and immutable or- 
der of things, and however much trou- 
ble the present indefensible system 
has caused, men have felt that it was 
rash—almost impious—to suggest a 
change of it. Give us our 
eleyen days, cried the mob when the 
Gregorian calendar was introduced in- 
to Great Britain, From the days of 
Julius Caesar to our own, he has been 
a bold reformer indeed who ‘would 
suggest changes in the disorderly pro- 
cession of the months, Now enters 
Moses B. Cotsworth of Victoria, B.C., 
with a proposal for a rational calendar. 
He would divide the year into thirteen 
months, each of twenty-eight hon 
which would leave one extra day in 
the year, and this he beautifully plans 
as a free day for every one—free from 
interest charges on money, the neces- 
sity to work, the wage scale, etc. 
Then each month would commence on 
Sunday and the first, eighth, fifteenth 
and twenty-second days of each month 
would be Sundays.

The Climax. te an Evéning With the 
Composer In His Home In St, Petere-

In her “Recollections of Rubinstein,” 
| published in Harper’s Magazine, Lik 
nan Nichia throws some new tights om

Here are four things that help much 
in Jowering the cost of high living:

When egg prices soar 
searth your cook book and household 
magazines for ‘‘eggless reeipes.“

SCHOOL CHILD'S DIET. 


Importance of This Health Factor 
Often Overicoked by Parents. 
The mother who wishes to preserve | 
the health of the school child must at- 
tend carefully to the question of diet. | 

The child at school is giving out en- 
ergy all the time, and food is requisite 
to provide energy for the work. 

The child requires a good deal of fat, 
because fat provides energy, keeps the 
body warm and is necessary during the 
time of growth. Butter, cream a 
rich milk provide fat in easily digested 
korm. The schoolboy's craving for suet 
dumplings is physiological in the sense 
that suet provides animal! fat in a par-

room menu. Porridge and cream, white 
fish, soft boiled or scrambied egg. va- 
ried with fat bacon, and a cup of cocoa 
or milk provide a variety of choice for 
breakfast.

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THE SOUTH SEA BUBBLE. 


Gigentic Swindle That Came Near te 
Wrecking the English Nation. 
One of the most gigantic swindling 
schemes that wae ever promulgated, 
a swindle that came very near. wreck- 
ing the Englieh nation, was the pro- 


ject known to history as the South 
Sea Bulible, 
The grt rich-quick scheme was not 


only backed by the English Pariia- 
ment an} the House of Lords, but 
a's0 by the vreat financiers of that 
country and even royalty itself. One 
fortunate feature ‘ot the project was 


that it was on suchen large scale that 
only the wealthy people of the réalm 
were made to suffer, the poorer 
classes being unable to invest 

The South Sen Company was form- 
fd in W711, principally through the 


instrumentality. of Robert Harley, 
the Karl of Oxford, who was Lord 
Treasurer of England. His object 
was to improve public credit and to 


provide for the floating debts, which 
at that time amounted close to 350, 


000,000. In return the company was 
to receive by way of reward a mono- 
poly of all the trade with Spanish 


South America. 

In those days little was known of 
the continent of South America and 
generally the public had the idea 
that it possessed untold wealth. They 
that the people of that 
country would be as receptive to the 
trading of gold and diamonds as were 
the Indians in giving of valuable 
skins and furs for small quantities of 
beads and other articles of little 


value when the first settlers came ‘o 


Canada. For this reason the English 
people generally supposed that by 
company they 


The shares of this company were 
sold first at $500, but speculation ran 


; such riot that they soon advanced to 


$2,500. Everyone who could scrape 
sufficient money together plunged to 
his capacity, until the company be- 
came so. rich that it actually offered 
to shoulder the whole national deln 
of England, amounting to $155,000,- | 
000, on a five per cent. basis. As „ 
wit said of the craze: Every foo! 
aspired to be a knave.“ People clam- 
ored for the chance to get rid of their 
money. The crowds were so great at) 
the offices of the company that tables | 
with clerks were set in the street. 

War with Spain, which was then 
supreme in the western hemisphere. 
2 changed the rosiness. of the 
outlook. Early in September, 1719, 
the South Sea stock began to decline 
and it looked as if the bubble was 
going to burst. Sir John Blune and 
other big men of the company sold 
their shares. Then everyone began 
to follow suit and with their pockets 


erapty the public turned with horror 
from speculation. But the thischict 
was done. 


With the collapse of the South Svea | 
Company mighty fortunes al! 
England went to pieces. The country | 
was. ruined. The law, which had | 
longed winked at the transaction. 
now suddenly awoke, and the mei. | 
bers of Parliament who. were direc- 
tors were expelled from that august 
body and ‘heir property was confis- 
cated in proportion to their guilt. 
Others were severely punished. some 
escaped the country and many died 
of the shock or killed themselves. 
Thus ended the famous South Sea. 
Bubble, one of the greatest swindles 
in all history, and the only regret | 
that must have been felt by those who | 
lost so heavily was the fact that they | 
could not get at the promoters of the 
scheme, for they were too big in Brit- 
ish politics for such a procedure to be 
considered.

000,000, in three days, and at a point 

about 10 miles from Luderitzbucht, 

two white men gathered 8,000 carats, 

worth over $300,000, in a single after- 

noon, Diamonds have frequently 

pass Wand in the streets of Luderitz- 
ucht. 


The great mass of the diamonds of 
Damaraland are found in the narrow 
valleys between the moving sand 
dunes, on a granite surface with its 
carpet of three or four inches of sand. 
In these flat places negro laborers in 
bands of from 10 to 50, with an over- 
seer to every 10 or 12 men, crawl 
slowly on their.knees over the sand 
in search of the gems, each one carry- 
ing a bottle in which he 8 
as they are found. Fifty 3 
will thus scan about an acre a day. 
One feature. of diamond-hunting in 
Damaraland that seems almost un- 
canny lies in the cjrcumstances that 
the same thoroughly searched area 
may be gone over again a few months 
afterward with an almost equally 
successful result as on the first in- 
spection, proving that these gems are 
shifting. a 

The coast of Damaraland is like no 
other part of the world. For 500 miles 
the giant sand dunés, pushed unceas- 
ingly by the, winds from the south- 
west, are nif up at the water's 
edge to the height of hundreds of feet, 
duri the periods that the tide is 
— . be undermined and over- 
| thrown when the sea returns. Some 

of the largest of these dunes have 

been known to move as much as 9 

feet in 24 hours,

Romance of Wealth. 

Mr. George McCulloch died in 
London in 1907, a millionaire, leaving 
a megnificent collection, of paintings, 

About 8 years ago he ar- 
rived in Australia as a lad from Glas- 

w with $25 in his pocket. In Bep- 

mber, 1883, he was manager of the 
Mount Gripps Sheep Station, near 
Broken Hill, in the far west of New 
South Wales. Charles Rasp, a bound- 
ary rider, galloped up to the home- 
stead one night in a state of excite- 
ment, with the news that he had dis- 
covered an enormous deposit of tin.“ 
McCulloch and six men on the station 
subscribed $350 each, and applied for 
a mineral lease of seven forty-acre 
blocks. These to-day comprise the 
Broken Hill Silver Mine proper. 

According to an anecdote, which is 
believed to be founded on fact, Mr. 
McCulloch, sitting one night in a tiny 
bush shanty shortly after the discov- 
ery of the mine, played a game of 
euchre with a companion.

The memoirs have been trans- 
lated from thé original into German 
by Herr Heinz Bothmer, the Turkish 
consul in Berlin, Speaking of the 
status of women, the ex-Sultan says 

Every man who has sense will de- 
plore with me that women are given 
too much freedom, that they rule the 
salons, and are seen to walk about the 
streets, while men are slowly drifting 
to be their servants. 1 understand 
this is the case in America, Why do 
Europeans criticise our women? Are 
Turkish women not prettier and more 
moral than others. 

In our country the woman belongs 
to the household, and belongs to one 
man alone. In Europe she has much 
too much freedom to remain a woman 
at all. If only half I have read in 
books and newspapers about woman- 
hood in the west is true—well 1 pity 
the western men! 

The former sultan appears to have 
been favorable to some reforms being 
introduced . Turkey, but these re- 
| forms, he says, must not be rushed on 
us. We want to go ahead, but haste 
is devilistr, while leisure and after- 
thought are divine. He does not ap- 
prove of young Turks Boing abroad 
for any length of time, he fears no- 
thing as much as the poison of Euro- 
pean civilization. Beware of. ideas 
that come from the west! They are 
most dangerous for- our country. 
When I see how happy our Moslems 
are, I feel I must oppose with all my 
power the coming of the European 
new. spirit. This spirit poisons our 
souls and our character. Islam is 
not unfavorable to progress, but any 
progress must come from within, not 
from without. 

Dealing with the present conditions 
of Islam, Abdul Hamid states: The 
koran preaches virtue more effectively 
than any other religious work. There- 
fore Islam will in time be victor- 
ious in the whole world, Our trouble 
comes from the fact chat our empire 
does not constitute a religious unity. 
Wevhave too maby Cuir'stinns in our 
land. Only evil. can be expected 
from the fact that more than one re- 
ligion reigns in one count y. Look 
what happens in Germany! 

The salvation of Turkey ean only 
be in deep religious belief. There 
lies our future, England, France, 
Russia are in my hands. One word 
from my lips will suffice to open a 
holy war (Tschibad). Then Christ- 
ian nations will see their doom, That 
time has not come yet, but it is bound 
to come when millions of brave Mas- 
elms will shake off the yoke of the 
Giaour—85,000,000 living in British <ol- 
onies, 30,000,000 in Duteh colonies, 
etc. Two hundred and fifty millions 
pray every day for Allah and the Kha- 
lifa, Can one really think that the 
Moslem is a weak instrument in the 
concert of nations? 

This rather bellicose statement is 
immediately _ followed by some 
thoughts about tolerance in Turkey, 
which, according to tite ex-Sultan's 
opinion, is far greater there than any- 
where else. He bitterly criticises 
the young effendis, who censure every- 
thing that is done in Turkey. These 
unfair pessimists are our worst ene- 
mies he says. © Thanks to my secret 
police, I know exactly where they are 
to be found. Than« Allah our good 
people keep far from these eternal 
sowers of discontent, A real Mos- 
lem is always an optimist. The ex- 
sultan expresses his opinion on slav- 
ery as follows: 

I have just received a petition from 
the anti-slavery congress asking me to 
suppress slavery in Turkey. I am 
surprised to see how little Rurope 
knows about our customs and habits, 
How can the patriarchal relationship 
existing here between masters and 
servants be called slavery? 

The Koran compels us to treat our 
servants well, and our laws adequately 
protect the latter against any abuse 
of power at the hands of their Mas- 
ters. There is no slavery in my em- 
pire. A deharjeh (maid servant) in 
Turkey is happier than a maid in Eur- 
ope. Why curse the slave mer- 
chants? They only secure servants 
for a certain time. 

Many an abandoned child, dying-of 
hunger In the street, has found its sal- 
vation at the hands of these so-called 
slave-merchants. Many girls have 
found good positions in families by 
this process, and some even have been 
married by pashas.
